Houston’s dou!l.c quan- 
tity of land is worth nearly two hundred 
thousand dollars less than Floyd's. Floyd, 
however, decreased her return 15,274 acres 
and Houston increased hers 11,205 acres 
Fioyd’s land decreased in value $67,761 and 
Houston’s increased $15,741.

while Burke increased her return 43,356 
acres, at an enhanced value of $128,300, and 
an increase of average value of only from

Thus we see North Georgia lands double 
the value of cotton lands, yet the return of 
the North Georgia lands falls off, while the 
returns of cotton lands increase.
